Dr, ,W. L. Ervin died of cancer 


of the liver at his home here yes- 
terday at the age of 75. 


And after 33 years there weren't 


many In this section of Sunflower 
County he didn't know or hadn't 
trcaled—or "birthed." 


He rarely sent bills. A lot of his 


patients couldn't pay anyhow—un- 
less H was in cornmeal, hams and 
sorghum.
